MR, GARRISON’S LETTER. 

Mr. William Lloyd Garrieon’s letter, pub- 
lished in Tne TrRipUNE yesterday, is an un 
-willipg confession of the intense force of 
Mr. Sumner’s arraignment of Graat. It 
willbe noticed that Mr. Garrison attempts 
no denial, makes no answer, to anything 
eaid by Sumner. He takes the ground that 
Grant and the Republican party cannot be 
separated, and that each Republiean is re- 
sponsible for and must sustain every act of 
Grant. He imeists, with a logic that is 
laughable, that to pronounce Grant venal, 
eelf-seeking, and an unscrupulous usurper, 
is to pronounce the Kgepublican party

„to be equally corrupt aud untrust- 
worthy.” This will be strange doc- 
trine to the American people, 


and is of all others the most slavish that 
was ever nttered in a free Republic. Because 
the Republican party elected General Grant 
in 1568, must each man who voted for him be 
responsible for all the acts, personal and 
official, of omission and commission, that 
Grant has committed since then! And must 
the Republican party, though satisfied that 
he has been all that Mr. Sumner represents, 
forever sustain bim Why, if this doctrine 
be true in the case of Grant, was it not true 
in the case of Johnson, who, with all his 
faulte, was personally honest, personally in- 
corruptible, and never, however remotely, 
did an official] act to promote a personal 
end? If Mr. Garrison’s doctrine of 
responsibility and party fidelity be true, 
why did the Republican party so uanani- 
mousty free themselves of persona! alle- 
giance to Andrew Johnson ! Mr. Sumner tells 
the country the truth concerning General 
Grant. He compares his history with that 
of other Presidents; contrasts him personal- 
ly, intellectually, and morally, and declares 
him inferior; contrasts his Administration 
with all that have preceded it, and declares 
it disgraceful and humiliating. He gives day 
and date to each specification, and arrays the 
facts in support of them all.

Khe Republican party, and Republicans in- 
dividually, cannot be made responsible for 
Crant’s personal or official shortcomings, 

' except by their own choice. No more re- 
- sponsibility sttaches to them for an act of 
-yenality on the part of the President than 
does for a like act on the part of a Constable 
elected by them; the responsibility begins 
when, knowing of the venality, they volun- 
tarily approve it, and eustaio the officer in 
bis miscondact. 
Mx. Sumner took the occasion of telling the 
Republican party the whole history of the 
President and his Administration; he did 
this in advance of the nominating Conven- 
tion at Philadelphia, in order that ne mom- 
ber of that body chould vote withput a full 
knowledge cf the man. Unfortunately for 
the country and for the Republican party, 
the Philadelphia Convention is the creation 
of Grant,—a body called to existence 
through the agency of perecens lolding office 
directiy oT indirectly from him.

The nomination of Horace Greeley at Cin- 
cipnati was based on the expectation that 
Grant would be renominated at Philadel- 
phia. Some Republicans profess to see a 
deal of peitidy and recreancy to principles 
in the fact that Greeley wil! be voted for by¢ 
the masses of those who have heretofore 
been Democrats and Kebels.

The letter whieh General Imboden pas 
written to the Liberg] meeting at New York 
is @ straight-forward, manly, and noble utter 
ance. Thesentiment of this letter has al- 
ready been embedicd in the Cincinnati plat- 
form, and inspires the Liberal Reform nove- 
ment, It is the antipodes of this sentiment 
that gives vitality and energy to the Ad- 
ministration party.

He, therefore, had the 
most perfect confidence that His Holiness 
would gladly allow him to acceptit. His 
oliness, however, did not regard the mat- 
r in that light; but,on the other hand, 
wrote to the Cardinal that, instead of 
thinking about embassies to nepresent 
Protestant Princes and sch vanities, 
should remember that he was a 
Cardinal of the Holy Roman Church, and 
that this high dignity, which far surpassed 
every earthly honor, likewise imposes on 
him the sacred duty of standing by the side 
of the captive Pontiff, a duty which the 
Cardinal seemed to have totally forgotten.” 
This admonition is at least direct aud un- 
mistakable, and, should it not be heeded, the 
fate of Cardinal Prince Hehenlohe is not 
difficult to foresee. 
The last political act of General Grant, 
prior to the meeting of his Convention, was 
to hold a renominating reception, at which 
his delegates were admitted, State by State, 
beaded by his Senators and Representatives. 
Weare not informed of what transpired 
there, except that General Grant conde-

The members of the Demoeratic State 

Central Committee of South Carolina have 
published a card explaining aud justifying 
their action in calling a State Convention. 
The Committee state that courtesy to the 
National Committee, as well as their duty to 
the people, required them to take some steps 
in the matter. They state that the National 
Democratic Convention wil! be foreed, either 
to place its own candidates in the field, or to 
give its support—either open or implied—to 
those of the Cincinnati Convention; and 
that the South prefers almost unanimously 
the latter alternative.

His father was a pro- 
fessional musician, and, when I first knew 
Tommy, the old gentleman was playing that 
extention brass, shove-out-and-pall-back, 
force-pump sort of old-fashioned horn they 
used to have in bands (a friend says it is 
called a trombone), in the orchestra o 
Wallack's old theatre, corner of Broom an: 
Broadway, at $10 a week. Nast senior, 
wanted Tommy to me a musician, 
and, to that end, used to thrash hin witha 
leather strap most enthusiastically and 
oe in order to make him learn the 
scales on the violin. Thomas, however, had 
a genius for drawing,and knew if. He us 
to beg bis father to permit him to become an 
artist, to all of which the gs conscien- 
tions eld German gentleman (now many 
years dead) would reply with additional 
doses of strap. 

At last, pouns Thomas became acquainted 
with Mr. Berghaus, now, and for more than 
adozen years, one of Frank Leslie’s chief 
artiste: and to Berghaus, who was also a 
German he contided all his woes. He showed 
his drawings to Berghang. and to Sol Eytinge 
who is one of our most delicate and fancif 
American dreughtsmen, and who wag at that 
time with Leslie; and they, seeing there 
was maliy something in the bey, 
then || years old, advised him to continue in 
bis efforts te convince his father that he 
could carn more money as an artist than as 
a musician. 

Tommy went home that night, and to the 
German parent, having come home at 12 m. 
(midnight), he tans remarked 

Father, I must be an artist. If you let me 
go and learn to draw, in a year or two I can 
earn $20 a week and, in a few years after 


that, I can bring in from $30 to $75 
every week; if ya make me 
learn muste, I may slave all my 


life, and I shall very hkely find myself at 
‘0 years old just where you are now, playin 
for ten poor dollarsa week in somebody’s 
band, liable to a discharge any minute, and 
out of an engagement a qaarter i the year, 
even when things are at their best.“ 
Whether it was the argument or the de- 
termination of young Nast to learn to draw 
in spite of the paternal forbidding that car- 
ried the point, I know not; certain it is, 
however, that, the next day, Tommy Nast 
entered I rank Leslie’s employ, and was as- 
signed a desk between rgbaas and 
ELytinge, which two thorongh artists and 
amiabie gentle men gave Nast all the regular 
instruction he bas ever bad, 
The young artist more than kept his word; 
in lees than a year he could carn, not 820, 
but thiice that, on Lesiie’s paper alone, 
besides makiog as much more on outside 
work. His father lived to see that his son 
was tight, and to sed that son bringiug home 
bis handred dollars in gold every Saturday 
night, while he was hambily toiling away 
for the same old hardly eagued ten doilars. 
Nest'e indastry and imaginative genius 
rapidly carried him forward in the profes- 
sion, and] presume that, for the past ten 
years, there has not been s week when his 
work, tekiog his cartoons for illustrated 
papers, hie illustration’s of books and other 
bosiness has not been beeu equal to at least 
$50 a day, and up to three times that sum. 
Nast’s mother is a thorongh German, a 
most estimable woman, I am told. aud excel- 
lent} mother,—but she cannot speak, or 
could not when 1 saw her iirst and last, a 
coven words of English.

‘The Virginius, 


Our readers were informed at the time of 


the virtual blockade of an American vessel 


at Aspinwall by a Spanish man-of-war and

The following particulars in relation to the 
commander of the Spanish man-of-war, aud 
of the Virginius and the Kansas, are taken 
from the Washington Chronicle : | 

It is now about nine months since the Vir- 

iniue, an American merchant trader, put 
into the port of Porto Bello in distress, prin- 
cipally for the want of coal. She finally 
made the port of Aspinwall, and run a short 
distance up Fox River. This was on a Sua- 
day morning in July. Monday morniag 
Captain Brown, of the Virginius, took his 
ship’s 7 — to the Consulate, where they

¥ SPANISH MAN-OF-WAR, 

‘he Tornado, Captain Navaretti, made the 


port of Aspinwall. The Captain sent word 
to Consul Perry that he woul cali upon 
him, but not in an official capacity. He did 
eo; but during the interview not a word was 
said in regard to the Virginius: Wednesday 
Captain Navarett: sent a communication to 
the Prefect of Colon (Spanish for Colambua), 
and the name used by the Spaniards for As- 
inwall, which, by the way, is the first land 
Jolum bus stepped his foot on after he sighted 
American shores. In this communication 
the Captain stated that he claimed the Vir- 
ginius aga pirate, and that he wished her 
delivered over to him as such. The Prefect 
then communicated with General Perry ofll- 
cially in regard to the nationality of the 
Virginins. Over the seal of the Consulate, 
General Perry informed him that the \ir- 
gibius was an 

AMERICAN MERCHANT VESSEL, | 
owned in New York, with regisier, articles, 
and crew list issued by the Custom House 
authorities of New York city; and that he 
had examined her papers, found them cor- 
rect, and that they were on deposit at the 
ofiice of the Consulate, The lrefect then 
communicated these facts to Captain Navar- 
etti, but the Captain was not satisfied with 
this result and he made a further request 
of the Prefect, who then communicated with 
the President of the Sovereign State of Pan- 
ama. On receipt of this despatoh the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State of Panama Game 
to Aspinwall anc bad an interview with 
Captain Navaretti. 

fter this our Consul received a commani- 
cation from the President of the Sovereign 
State of Panama, — — an otticial de- 
spateh addressed to the Prefect of Colon had 
been received, but, under the circumstances, 
did not deem it sufficient to relieve the Vir- 
gin ius from suspicion, and KA respeot- 
fully request copies of t Virginius’ 


apers. 
General Perry acknowied the receipt, 
and stated in reply that be thought it strange 
that when he had assured the anutho#ities, 
onder the seal of the United States, that the 
was a regular merchant vessel, 
with her pavers correct and on file at the 
Consulate, they were not satisfied ; aad that 
he most respectfaily declined furnishing a 
copy, but added that he should be happy to 
exbibit them if they would do him the honor 
to call at the consulate. On receipt of 

GENERAL PERRY'S REPLY 
the President and Secretary of State return- 
ed to Panama, where à meeting was bel 
and where they decided to address a thi 
eommubication to the United States Consul. 
‘This communication was of extreme length, 
reviewing in part former communications, 
and stating that they were unable to decide 
the question before them without copies of 
the Virginiue’ papers, and they must there- 
fore demand the papers. When oar Consal 
received this he was considerably exercised 
as to whether er not his action would be ap- 
proved by our Government, but. on reileo- 
tien, he decided to 
FIGHT IT OUT ON THAT LENE, 

so he sent a short, pointed communication, 
siating that he was appointed United States 
Consul to the United States of Colombia, 
and not to the sovereign State of ane, 
and he considered that he n 
sole jurisdiction over the question pending 
before them, and that he should still re- 
fase to furnieh copies of the Virginine’ 
papers unless ordered to doso by the Depart- 
ment 4 State at Washington, or the United 
States Minister Resident at Bogota, Gener ai 
Hulbert. On receipt of this the President 
of the sovereign State of Panama, 

ISSUED A DECRER, 
in which it was set forth that, owing to their 
being unable to obtain copies of the Virgin- 
ius’ papers, they were at a loss to decide the 
points of controversy. The copy of this re- 
port was sent to the commander of the 
Spanish man-of-war; another to the agents 
of the Virginius, and the third to the Secre- 
tary of Foreign Legations at Bogota, 
togesher with copies of all of the correspon- 


dence. 

The fourth copy, intended for the 
Consul, was retained for several days, 
preventing him from forwarding a 
— of the same with his despatch 
to inister Hulburt, but arriving jast ia 
time for the mail to New York, Mr. Perry 
was enabled to forward a copy to the De- 
partment of State, at Washington. Shortly 
after this the Tornado sailed for Havana, 
returning in a few days with fresh evidence, 
as was said, that the Virginins was a pirate, 
and that it was determined to capture 
her. Subsequentiy the action of the United 
States Consul at Aspinwall was appproved 
by the Government at Panama. 

Explanations were also made to General 
Huiburt, and, in the meantime, Secretary 
Pish approved General Perry’s action. And 
the tone of the Government 7 Panama 
wholly changed toward Consul Perry, aad 
everything remained quiet, notwithstanding 
one, and sometimes two, Spanish mon-of- 
war were always watching the Virginias. 

The Virginius came down ox River into 
the harbor of Aspinwa!!, and the Pizarro at 
the same time anchored near her, and was 
ready to fire upon her should she attempt to 
leave the port. There was aramor in circu- 
lation that the Pizerro was to fire upon the 
\ irginius, and that Colombians had been re- 
questing the authorities to remove any ves- 
sels belonging to them out of range of the 
Pizarro’s guns, and ag great excitement and 
indignation prevailed among the Americans, 
General Perry deemed it requisite to iame- 
diately communicate with the President of 
Panama, which he did by sendiag a tele- 
garam, asking if there was any truth in the 
report that (ne Government anticipated any 
demonstration from tie Pizarro in the bac 
bor of Panama, or if the Colombian citizens 
had been requested by the Government to re- 
move their vessels ont of range. 

The neply of the President was to the ef- 
fect that there was not the least foundation 
lor such a rumor. It was evident, however, 
that they expected some demonstration, as 
one Or two vessels had been moved to the 
upper part of the harbor. The followingday 
General Perry proceeded to Panama, where 
be bad @ personal interview with the Presi- 
dent. and be returned accompanied next day 
by the President to Aspinwall. 

When be (the Presidant of Panama) made 
a formal protest against any further demon- 
strations from the Pizarro toward the Vir- 
ginius, and asked what his instructions were 
respocting her, the commander of the Pizar- 
ro teplic d, but declined giving any informa- 
tion regarding bis instructions, as they 
were of a sirictiy private natare. The 
was moored close to the Pacilic 
Mail Steamship Company’s dock, Where the 
repairs to her boilers were continued, the 
Pizarro remaining at her anchorage con- 
‘tantly watching her every movement, and 
upon the slightest movement of the Virgin 
zus paddle wheels, gut up steam and was 
prepared to fire, 

At this juncture our Consul addressed an 
official despateh to the Department of State, 
at Washington, oaying that although one or 
two men-ol-war had been ordered to Aspin- 
wall with the object of assisting hia and 
protecting American property, not one bad 
arrived. He deemed the presence of the Pi- 
zarro in the Bay of Aspinwall, watching 
American merchant vessels, an insult to his 
conntiry, and requested once more that a 
man ot war be sent to that port. 

On receipt of this despatch at Washing- 
ton, the | nited States steamship Wyoming 
was ordered to proceed to Aspinwali with 
all possible speed, a notice of which Mr. 
Perry saw published in the press despatches, 
but failing to receive any official commnni- 
cation in regard to the matter from the De- 
partment, he waited until the Wyomiog was 
twenty-one days overdue, when the United 
States steamer Kansas fortunately came 
into port for mail and provisions for the sur- 
veying expedition at Nicaraugua.
